Ban Francisco Herbert Spencer's 'Data cl 
Ethic* was introduced at a text book ol 
moral*—as palpable a violation of thai** 
forbidding sectarian instruction as tit* intro- 
duction of the Catholic or Hethodlit cate- 
chism; for Herbert Spencer belongs to that 
rery small and narrow sect which promul- 
gate* the creed of agnosticism." If the rev- 
trend speaker had taken the ground that the 
"Data of Ethics" was too abetrnse a book to 
be placed in the hands of public school pupils, 
we should have felt inclined to sustain his ob- 
jection. 


But when he says that to introduce such a 


book is to give a sectarian character to the 
school in which it is used, we must enter a 
protest. Science is never sectarian; philoao- 
pby i» never sectarian. Sectarian teaching be- 
gins when you ask a man or a child to as- 
sume what cannot be proved, for the sake of 
keeping within the dogmatic lines that fence 
round some particular creed. The followers 
of Mr. Spencer may be a minority, but they 
are no more a sect than were the adher- 
ents of the Copernican system'of astronomy, 
or than are the believers in the Darwinian 
theory of natural selection. Mr. Spencer 
makes no appeal to faith, but finds his prem- 
ises in the common experience of mankind. 
A pupil who was being taught out of the 
"Data of Ethics" would be quite at liberty to 
dispute either the premises or the arguments 
of the author; and he would not be silenced 
by the declaration that Mr. Spencer was in- 
fallible. But when catechisms are taught 
they are taught, not as containing matter for 
discussion, but as containing doctrine! that 
must not be disputed on pain of more or lesi 
disugreeable'consequenoes.—Popular 8denc« 
Monthly.

the "boom" of the nlghthawk. 


What is the origin and nature of ttat 


"drum" which has so long puzzled the world! 


Many naturalists have definitely located 


this mysterious drum, the hollow "drumming 
log" having long been considered a necessary 
adjunct to this muffled roll. Such has been 
the most commonly accepted theory, seem- 
ingly abetted by the bird itself, from its 
singular preference for a fallen log as tbe 
•eat of the musical performance. Brewer 
claims that the bird "beats its sides and tb« 
log" simultaneously; a belief which is shared 
by Samuels and many others, 


Against this I would oppose the witness oi 


an unprofessional but close observer—the 
writer, in truth—who deposes and says that 
the bird does nothing of the kind) that in 
the one instance, though brief, when 1U 
movements were observed by him, the clear- 
ly denned limit of the visible whirr of the 
wings, seen from behind, demonstrated that 
10 feather of the bird's wing touched the 
body or the log upon which the bird stood, 
while, upon the other hand, the feathery 
halo almost merged over the back, suggest- 
inganew possibility in the resonant source. 
—W. Hamilton Gibson in Harper's Maga- 


KeeplBg (west Potatoes. 


Fat a layer of cornstalks on the smooth 


surface as thickly as you can, and cross la; 
with another layer of stalks. Spread over 
the stalks about four inches of pine straw 01 
any other straw. Next, nail together four 
planks or boards, forming a hollow. Sort 
hole* in each ride of this tolerably thick, 
stand it on end in the center of the straw, 
and pile the potatoes around it. Put a layer 
of straw over the potatoes and a layer oi 
cornstalks, setting on ends over it Cover 
the stalks with dirt, spading it from clow 
around the bank, thereby forming a ditch to 
turn the water from tbe potatoes. Be sure to 
let the top ends of the boards extend a little 
above the top of the bank. Leave the top 
open until rain or cold snap comes, then cover 
with a piece of plank until the weather mod 
crates. 
TMs hollow furnishes a channel 


through which air can readily reach the po- 
tatoes all around the center, and should bt 
kept open as much as possible while the 
weather to cool, but as winter approaches it 
should be kept closed. Potatoes always go 
through a sweat after being banked, and air 
distributed through them is very essential.-* 
Southern Cultivator.

Tne failure of the wild 
rird. crop necessitated ether measures, as 
boot* were destined to multiply rather than 
a decrease, M tame pigeons were substi- 
luted, bred especially for trap purposes by 
farmers In various sections of the country.

Jnst prior to the great Coney Island tour- 


nament about ten years ago, public senti- 
ment, Inspired by Henry Bergh, with the 
lodety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals at his back, demanded the stoppage 
>f the practice of killing birds from the trap. 
This feeling culminated at the Coney bland 
shoot, where more than 80,000 live birds, 
many of them young and unfledged, and un- 
bie to fly, were shot during the week. Mr. 
>crgh attempted to stop proceedings, bnt 
was unable to do so, and the programme was 
carried out as intended. 


Although Mr. Bergh's power was success- 


fully braved on this occasion, it did more to 
stop live bird shooting for a time than any 
other movement. Glass balls and a patent 
tin target, made to gyrate in its flight to 
resemble the action of a bird, had been used 
with some success. This was a clumsy and 
expensive invention and did not meet with 
lavor. 


An objection to the glass balls was the 


number Of accidents that occurred through 


Imitations of Old Bronze. 


An excellent imitation of old bronze has 


been introduced in some of the art products 
of that character. It is well known that the 
repeated applications to copper or brass of 
alternate washes of dilute acetic add and ex- 
posure to the fumes of ammonia result in a 
very antique looking and highly prized an- 
tique green bronze; but a more rapid method 
of producing this beautiful appearance has 
long been a desideratum. It is now found 
that this may be accomplished by immersing 
the articles in a solution of one part per- 
chlorate of iron in two parts of water, the 
tone acquiring darkness with length of im- 
mersion, or the materials may be boiled in a 
solution of nitrate of copper. It is also found 
practicable to insure the desired effect by im- 
mersing the articles in a solution of two 
ounces of nitrate of iron and the same quan- 
tity of hyposulphite of soda in half a pint of 
water, drying and burnishing completing the 
process.—Exchange.

.ng ground was strewn, also tbe regularity 
of their fligbt, which made shooting at thorn 
almost automatic after a little practice. The 
necessity for a new and improved tar/jet was 
very apparent, and at the Coney Island 
shoot the clay pigeon was shown for tba first 
toe. 


This was a saucer shaped image of clay, 


whleh when thrown from a specially de- 
signed trap went sailing rapidly through the 
air to a distance of from thirty to forty-five 
rards, according as desired and governed by 
(he tension of tbe spring on the trap. These 
disks were more uneven In their flight, and 
were easier Influenced by the wind, thus 
making the task of breaking them by no 
means easy. Shooters immediately saw tbe 
Immense advantage these targets had over 
glass balls, and they at once sprang into fa- 
vor. 


INl'JtODUCZKGI TBB CLAY BIRDS. 


The company engaged in their manufao- 
ore secured the services of the noted shots, 
3apt. Sogardns and Dr. Carver, and they 
traveled all over the country, shooting 
matches together at the clay birds. The fame 
of these marksmen drew attention to the new 
targets, and soon they were need in all sec- 
tions. Since that tune new companies have 
been formed for the manufacture of other 
and improved styles of birds and traps, until 
now there are half a dozen factories in exist- 
ence, which turn out many hundreds of thou- 
sand targets each year. Some of these birds 
are made of clay, like the original one, and 
others still of a composition of which tar is 
the chief ingredient, but all retain nearly the 
same saucer shape as in the first invention. 


These rival companies sent their agent* 


Into every city, town and hamlet in the 
United States, and were the means of form- 
ing many flourishing gun clubs. With a 
club in their native place, and a shoot going 
oa once or twice a week, what more natural 
than that the interest of the young men 
should be aroused. Guns were bought, am- 
munition ordered, and soon the country was 
crowded with sportemen. When practice had 
made them reasonably expert, it was in or- 
der for one club to try conclusions with 
another. 


It was only a step from that to the tourna- 


ment*, where all could enter, whether a mem- 
ber of any club or not. These tournaments 
served to still further excite the interest of 
participants, and much friendly rivalry en- 
sued. On these occasions sweepstake matches 
were shot, open to all for amounts varying 
from fifty cent* to $8 or 15, which was usu- 
ally divided into three or four parts, 80,80 
and 30 per cent., or 40,80,20 and 10 per cent, 
governed by the number of entries. 


At first it was possible for some contestants 


to make money at these events, but as prac- 
tice makes perfect, and some had more time 
to devote to practice than others, their skill 
improved, and two or three shooting as part- 
ners, to other words, forming a combination, 
were able, by dropping a bird or two for a 
place, to gobble all the money at the expense 
of the weaker shots. Of course, where such 
combinations are worked, it make* the sport 
very expensive for the non-winners, but the 
poor amateurs have stood their ground, 
shooting as if determined to get there event- 
ually.—New York Sun. 


A Hone That Is a Gentleman. 


Passengers on a car coming down Sbaw- 


mut avenue yesterday morning were given, 
near Warrenton street, an illustration of 
what might be called "horse sense " A team 
from which barrels of merchandise were be- 
ing unloaded was backed up to tbo curb, the 
horse and a small portion of the wagon ex- 
tending directly across the ear track. Tbe 
horse car, of course, was obliged to come to 
a halt. The young men who were unloading 
the merchandise were in no sense hurrying. 
But their horse looked at the car and it* 
load of Impatient passengers, then craned 
his neck so as to view the unloading process. 
He evidently saw that there would be con- 
siderable further delay and came to the con- 
clusion that it was too much to inflict on the 
waiting passengers.

The howling of th* wtad, which adds s» 


much to th* realism of a scene sometimes, to 
produced by a very simple contrivance, con- 
sisting of two wheel* and A string. Th* 
string forms a "belt" connecting the two 
wheels, and when they are turned hums, th* 
sound rising or falling in pitch as th* wheels 
are turned more or less rapidly. 


An equally simple arrangement provides 
le lightning of the stag*. Through the 
lam* of a candle b thrown a pinch of pow- 


er magnesium, th* flash producing the 


desired effect. Since the introduction of 
electri* lights into theatre*, however, an 
lectrical apparatus has, in some Instances, 
stmerseded the old method. 


Hor has th* us* of olectricity in theat- 
ical representations stopped with lightning, 
n some of th* great productions Ilk* those of 
ha Kiralfys, in which large bodies of msn 
and women are needed in marches and other 
spectacular effects, electric signals are used 
governing the progress and halt ot the, pro- 
cessions, sind even furnishing th**u*s toth* 
actors and actress** who go on in individual 
part*, thus taking th* pla**of th* old Urn* 
call boy. Electri* footlights, etc., have long 
sine* ceased to be a novelty, their only dis- 
dvantage being the impossibility of furnish- 
ng "half lights," as eleotrlo lamp* cannot be 
limmed without being entirely extinguished. 
To offset this fact, however, is the lessening 
of danger of fire. In this respect electricity, 
as a means of theatre lighting, undoubtedly 


lesaes great advantage over gas. 


Th* possibility of fire, caused by th* in- 


flammable natur* of the scenery, etc., with 
which a stag* is filled, has always been the 
peatest of all the evils that drive sleep away 
rom managerial eyelids. In some cities 
ordinances are in effect which compel the 
presence of a fireman, provided with ready 
attached hose, at each performance, and 
great precautions in th* way of globular 
wire screens for gas jet*, etc., must neces- 
sarily be taken. Among other mean* to pre- 
vent tiie entrance of the fir* fleud into the- 
atres 1* "fireproof paint," a eoat being ap- 
plied to scenery, walls and sachet ti* "prop- 
srtles" as can stand ii 


Asbestos and iron curtains are coming Into 


general use, too, in the larger play booses, 
whore they can be lowered in front of the 
regular drop in case of an emergency. Such 
an arrangement, it is said, would prevent the 
spread of a fir* from tbe stag* totheaudi- 
orium or vie* versa, and might, in the 
'ormer circumstance, prevent a panto in the 
tudience. As most of the people killed in all 
he great theatre fires have died in the panto 
following the discovery ot the flames, this is 
an important consideration. 


Wooden Overcoat. 


In this inventive age new uses of common 


things are continually being discussed. When 
ear wheels are made of papor, and paper is 
made of wood, it is impossible to predict what 
nil be done next It was in what we already 
>egin to think of as "old times," however— 
iwenty-five years ago—that the wooden over- 
coat was invented; during what is still called 
'the war." 
According to the historians of the Fifty- 


first Pennsylvania regiment, Col Hartranft 
—afterward Governor Hartranft—mad* use 
of it, although it is not clear that be was the 
actual inventor of it 


Its construction was simple, and, as will be 


seen, it was not intended for comfort but for 
discipline. It consisted of a barrel with the 
lead: knocked out, aud a hole cut in the bot- 
:om big enough for a man's head to pass 
ihrough. 


One day a soldier had been guilty of break- 
ng guard and going off to town, and on get- 
tog back was arrested and put into an 
"overcoat"—that is to say, a barrel prepared 
n this manner was slipped over his bead, and

so big that men would get into line and will' 
iugly wait their turn tor an hour, paying 
them tl or |2 for a dozen or a score of plain 
white cards with their name written on 
them, almost concealed by flourishes. I used 
to be in that business myself, and on the 
nights before Christmas and New Year's 1 
have many a time had to hireahacktogo 
home in, because I had too much silver to 
carry comfortably.
